Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Indiana Board of Accountancy intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: The Indiana Board of Accountancy intends to change the experience requirements for certified public accountants
to bring the requirements into conformity with statutory changes by changing the types of experience required before a certificate
or license may be issued, requiring a licensee to verify an applicant’s experience to meet the requirements of IC 25-2.1-3-10, revising
the use of an advance degree as experience, and repealing out-of-date language. Revise the fee schedule for certificate of registration
for CPAs, PAs, and APs and for firm permits.
